MORNING SESSION. 
PRELIMINARY PROCEEDINGS. 


The fourth meeting of the American Board of 
Transportation and Commerce began yesterday 
morning at the Grand Pacific Hotel. There was 
a large attendance of delegates from all parts of 
the country, together with delegations from 


Canadian cities. 
The Convention was called to order at 11 


o'clock by the Senior Vice-President, John F. 
Henry, of New York, who read a letter from the 
Hon, Josiah Quincy, President, stating his ine- 


bility to attend. 
COMPTROLLER HAYES 
then came forward aod delivered the following 


address of welcome: 

Mn. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN OF THE CONVEN- 
TION: It has become my pleasant duty, on behalf of 
the citizens of Chicago, to bid you welcome, and to 
offer you the hospitalities of the city. 

You have assembled here from the different States 
of the Union by appointment of the Governors of the 
States and various 0 bodies of citizens, to 
consult together and take some action upon subjects 
of transcendant importance, 

I find among you many gentlemen of ed 
abilities, of great experience in business affairs, and of 
national reputation. The whole country will look with 
interest to your deliberations, They will ex , if not 
a complete solution of the questions which you have 
met to consider, at least many valuable suggestions, 
perhaps « plan for future action, looking both to pri- 
vate enterprise, lawful combinations for mutual pro- 
tection, and to legisiation by the different States and 


by Congress. 

It would not be proper for me upon this occasion to 
enlarge upon these subjects, or to enter into any of 
their details. I may say briefly, however, that the 
transportation of commodities from the place of pro- 
duction to the place of consumption, with the kindred 
question of the medium of exchange, embrace almost 
everything of a material character affecting the wel- 
fare and prosperity of our country. It may be as- 
sumed that production will go on, if — — are al- 
lowed access to their proper markets, free from unjust 
exactions and oppressive combinations, and if the 
value of their property is secured against arbitrary 
and unwise changes in the value of the medium of 
exchange. Among the dangers of modern civilization 
is the vast consolidation of power in the hands 
of great corporations, and the artificial system of 
finance, by which the volume and value of the curren- 
cy are subjected to the control of legisiative bodics 
and of the influences by which they may from time to 
time be governed. 

These dangers are unavoidable. The great tnven- 
tions of recent times for economizing labor, and facili- 
— the operations of commerce, cannot be abandon- 
ed, We will never return to turnpike roads and flat- 
bonts, or to a currency of tobacco, of wheat, or of metals 
exclusively. 

Our railroads, telegraphs, and banks, are the creation 
of capital,—of capital combined and made secure by 
laws of incorporation. These incorporations, power- 
ful as they are, dangerous evento the est degree 
when their powers are sbused, are enti to justice, 
The problem of the day is not confiscation of the prop- 
erty of corporations by the people, or of that of the 
people by corporations, but how to avoid both, how to 
protect all interests, how to secure all from abuses of 
power on either side, how to obtam untrammeled 
freedom for the laws of production and exchange, of 
demand and supply. Itis not the purpose this 
Convention, representing the producing and com- 
mercial people of this country, to 
any of these great corporations, It is their purpose 
themselves to resist oppression and injury; to brea 
down monopoly; tosecure by fair means free and 
cheap access to internal and foreign markets. 

This is not a time when the trade and business of 
the country can bear any new burdens. Our people, 
fur a year past, have been kept in a state of apprehen- 
sion of a great future calamity, the total destruction 
of our present financial system by the forced with- 
drawal of the greater part of our currency, amounting 
in all to nearly 6800, 000, 000. I trust you will pardon 
me for saying that the Government, in my opinion, has 
no moral right to withdraw this currency, or to con- 
tract it to any serious extent, until the indebtedness 
created under the present laws has been paid. I be- 
lieve such a measure to be unnecessary and ruinous, I 
believe the apprehension of it is now cost our 
people more than the amount of the national debt 
every year. I believe our financial situation 
is otherwise not at all embarrassing, and that the rem- 
edy for the depreciation of the currency is perfectly 
simple, and within reach, and, if resorted to at once, it 
will restore confidence and prosperity everywhere, 
That remedy is to leave the legait-ender and banking 
laws aa they are, to redeem the Government notes in 
long-gold bonds, aa proposed by President Grant, 
but in bonds that will be worth par in coin, and to re- 
iasue the Government notes in the purchase of bonds 
bearing a higher rate of interest, our entire debt 
is funded. e will thus come at o toa specie basis, 
and settle our finances upon a solid and enduring 
foundation, without r or injury, but with the 
promise of immediate and lasting prosperity. The im- 
portance of this subject will, I hope, be « sufficient ex- 
cuse for this ion. 

Mr. President, and gentlemen of the Convention, the 
people of Chicago are under the deepest obligations to 
those whom you represent, Only four years our 
city was laid m asses. Two hundred million dollars’ 
worth of property was destroved in a day. The uni- 
versal sympathy and aid which we received from all 
parts of the United States, and from other countries, 
can never be forgotten by us, or by our children, or 
our children’s children. Weare bound to you by all 
the ties of gratitude, which only become stronger by 
the lapee of time. 

We receive you to-day with pl and while you 
remain among us we will endeavor to show bow highly 
we appreciate your presence, aud how ¢ we e- 
tend to you a sincere and cordial welcome. 

After suitably acknowledging this hearty wel- 
come, ' 

THE CHAIRMAN 
spoke as follows: 


GENTLEMEN: In answer to the summons of the 
American Board of Transportation and Commerce, 
we have met to consult together upon what is popu- 
larly known as the transportation problem. The im- 
meuse importance of the question and the complexity 
of interest that will be affected by its discussion may 
well inspire us with modesty and caution; but when 
we reflect that the people of the United States now 
seven or eight hundred millions of dollars 
year for internal transportation, ud a quarter of a 
century hence, if the past rate of increase is continu- 
ed, the amount will have increased to $2,000,000,000, 
we canngt but be impressed with the magnitude of the 
subject ee the ne¢easity of having such an enormous 
distributing machinery so that it will bear 
equitably upon all classes in the community ;

MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 


On motion, the following Committee were ap- 


pointed on Credentials: B. R. Hampton, of IIli- 
nois; G. G. Benedict, Vermont: Charles Wa- 
ters, New York; J. H. Osborn, Wisconsin; and 
J. Nelson Harris, Kentucky. 

A recess of fifteen minutes was taken for dele- 
gates to present their credentials to the Com- 
mittee, which having expired, the Chairman 
again called the body to order. He suggested 
that, in the absence of the Committee on Cre 
dentials, some reports be read or speeches made. 

Mr. Merwin, of New York, moved that the 
Convention be 2 by the rules adopted by 
the Congress of the United States. 

Mr. Scammon, of Illinois, hoped the motion 
would not prevail, as he did not believe there 
were ten gentlemen present who thoronghly un- 
derstood the rules of Congress. He moved as 
an amendment that the Convention be governed 
by general parliamentary rules. 

The amendment, after a slight discussion, was 
put and carried. 

Mr. Claflin, of Illinois, moved that a commit- 
tee of seven be appointed to make out a pro- 
gramme, or order of business. for each day. 

Mr. File, of Illinois, protested against any 
such dictation. He did not believe in being tied 
down by half-a-dozen individuals. 

Mr. Cummings, of Illinois, also protested. 

Mr. Carpenter, of Wisconsin, called it an iron 
hand, which the Convention could not tolerate. 

Mr. Cummings, of Illinois, moved to lay the 
motion to appoint such a ttee on the 
table, which prevailed. 

Col. Baker, of Illinois, said, by way of explana- 


tion, that the Committee was not, as he under- 


stood it, intended to muzzle anybody. but rather 
to facilitate busincss and prevent coufusion. 

Mr, Claflin said Col. Baker spoke his senti- 
ments. 

The Chairman—Let some gentleman make a 
nice little speech on transportation while the 
Committee is out. [Laughter.] 

THE SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

It was suggested that Mr. Ferguson, the Seo 
retary. re his report, which he did.

AFTERNOON SESSION, 
COMING DOWN TO BUSINESS. 


The Convention resumed at 2 o'clock, 

The Committee appointed to provide a minis- 
ter to open the session with prayer reported 
that they had been unsuccessful. 

The Chairman—Can it be possible that in 
Chicago you can get a clergyman? [Laugh- 
ter}. 

Mr. Merwin (of the Committee)—The clergy- 
men are all busy with their Master's business. 

Mr. Eberton moved the appointment of a com- 
mittee of thirtesn on Permanent Organization. 

The motion was not seconded. 

Gov. Bross asked leave to present a paper on 
the general subject of transportation by 

RICHARD P. MORGAN, 
of Illinois, that it mignt be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Business when appointed. 

After some discussion, it was decided to have 


the paper rea/i. 

Mr. Morgan, Jr., was then invited to read the 
paper, which he accordingly did. It set forth 
that the first remarkable event leading to greater 
economy ia transportation was the construction 
of the Erie Canal, accompanied by the use of 
steam in the navigation of mvers and the great 
lakes. By this means New York secured a trade 
over a wide-spread territory. The second era of 
internal improvement was commenced by the in- 
troduction of railroads, which was seized upon 
with the utmost avidity, and spread with sur- 
prising rapidity. Owing to this rapidity, grave 
mechanical errors were generally adopted 
and were now difficult to recede from on ac- 
count of the great sacrifices involved in the, 
change. To this yoke was added corrupt finan- 
cial management, which seemingly coula not be 
remedied by retroactive legislative measures. 
These defects mainly contributed to the unsatis- 
factory conditions of the publte means of trans- 
porting persons and property by railroad. A 
new era must be inaugurated from which these 
defects were eliminated before a measurable de- 
gree of relief could be obtained. Actual expe- 
rience of transportation for long periods and 
generally under strong competition demon- 
strated with a high degree of accuracy the fol- 
lowing facts, from which deductions could be 
safely made: 

The average rates on great lines of trans- 
portation are, by ocean, 2 mills per ton per 
mile; by lake, 3 mills; river, 5 mills; canal, 
10 mills; and rail, 6 mills. These rates 
are somewhat lower for through business 
on distances varying from 500 to 3,000 miles. 
It is generally admitted that the rates charged 
are remunerative. Ocean and lake transporta- 
tion are omitted from consideration, since it is 
not believed that there could be any early avd 
appreciable reduction of these rates, nor is it 
believed that lower rates than those stated can 
be obtained on the Pirie Canal, unless it be made 
as a river, freo for all. : 

Thus, it seems, whatever reduction is obtained 
in transportation rates must be secured by more 
perfectiy utilizing our rivers aud railway sys 
tem. He then referred to the proposed im- 
provements on the Mississippi River, and stated 
that the reduction in the cost of transportation 
ou that stream and its tributaries would aot ooly 
produce a direct effect, but ao one, on 
all other lines of transit throughout the country 
at large. He thea touched upon the question of 
gauges, and expressed the belief that the 4 foot 
inches was probably the most desirable, 
though there were facts in relation to the nar- 
row gauge which entitled it to consideration. 

It was evident that the capacity of railroads 
for successful competition with lakes and canals 
must be carried to a much higher degree of 
practical u.ility than it now or the 
country would fail to receive the beneficial 
effects which this system could produce, aud the 
manufacturing industries of the East would be 
gradually transfecred to the valley of the Mis- 
sisaippi. 

Mr. Morgan thinks relief should be sought in 
two directions—by eliminating the excessive 
nominal cost of rail so that the 
charges for transportation may be reduced 
to such rates as will pay reasonably on the capi- 
tal necessarily invested; and by making such 
improvements in the construction and operation 
of railroads as will reduce zhese to their lowest

During breakfast he had a conversa- 
tion with Bristow concerning the pend- 
ing investigation in St. Louis, ja which 
McDonald protested vigorously against such an 
investigation without his knowledge or co-opera- 
tion. Secretary Bristow assured him that no of- 
fense was intended to any officials in his Super- 
visory District, and that neither him nor any of 
his officials were suspected of any 
complicity in the frauds. DcDonald in- 
formed Secretary Bristow that he had his 
resignation written out, aud he was prepared to 
dehver it. Secretary Bristow importuned him 
not to band in his resignation. He them made a 
proposition to Secretary Bristow to this effect: 
That, instead of seizing the distilleries 
at St. Louis and torcing the distillers 
to pay penalties and lose their property, 
he would force them to pay all past delinquen- 
cies, thus showing him that the Internal Reve- 
nue Office could not be violated, and thus secur- 
ing for the Government avast debt that was 
considered lost, and also a large revenue 
for the future. Bristow liked the plan, 
and, after a number of conversations, 
approved it. A number of interviews were had 
with Mr. Bristow, lasting for three days, durin 
which this proposition was freely discussed, an 
Mr. Bristow approved it in all of its 
details. Oa the 23d of April McDonald 
stated that he called upon the President. 
He statea to the President that he presumed 
that he and Bristow were in accord in the prose- 
cution of the whisky case, but that he felt it his 
duty to say to the President, both as personal 
and political friend, that Bristow had certain 
ge aims to attain, and that he was using 
is office for the purpose of advancing 
those ends.

Ihe guitar was placed at his side, the door of 
the osbinet closed, the light covered with 
a screen, and Taylor took his position 
in the main room, Musio-Dox in hand, 
which he kept continually playing. * In oa 
moment a hand appeared at the opening, was 
instantly withdrawn, and never feappeared. At 
long intervals a slight noise was heard in the 
cabinet, or the guitar would be played for an in- 
stant, and two or three times what might have 
been a face, or, eqnally well, a pocket-handker- 
chief, appeared for a mbment back of the epen- 
ing. At100’clock Taylor called for the key of 
another room, which was at once thrown out 
Bastian. The company became impatient, ae 
ond or two asked for manifestations, Taylor, 
vexed and worried, .replying that perhaps the 
spirits would come after a while, but that there 
had been so many persons In the cabinet 
that they had lost their power, and the fluid had 
been absorbed. 

At about a quarter-past 10 Bastian, from the 
cabinet, called for a piece ot paper. Then the 
flagging hopes were encouraged, and the com- 
pany expected some writing. But in a moment 
or two the paper was thrown out with the silk 
thread wrapped arouud it, and the seatice wae 
deciared closed. The Committee at once en- 
tered the cabinet and found Bastian sitting in 
the chair,

Among the reso- 
lutions presented and referred was one com- 
mitting the Convention to the indorsement 
of Tom Scorr’s Texas Pacific job, which may 
be expected to pop its head up on every con- 
ceivable occasion. It is to be hoped that the 
Convention will not weaken the force of its 
recommendations upon other grave questions 
by bolstering up this outrageous scheme.

The Democrats in the House yesterday had 
@ narrow escape from a test vote on the cur- 
rency question, owing to the inconsiderate 
zeal of Jones, of Kentucky, in moving to 
table a resolution introduced by Hauz, of 
Maine, in which was recited the record of 
both parties in favor of specie resumption, 
and which pledged the House to lend the 
Secretary of the Treasury all necessary aid in 
the process of returning to a hard-money 
basis. ‘The motion to table meant the defeat 
of the resolution, and necessitated a show- 
ing of hands all around. In the pres- 
ent mixed condition of the Democratic 
majority anent the issue of inflation 
such a record involved the advertisement to 
all the world of a hopeless split in the ranks, 
and Joxxs, vielding to the frantic prayers of 
the wiser and older heads, withdrew his 
motion, with the lame explanation that he 
did so at the request of his colleague. Thus 
was the fateful day of reckoning postponed ; 
but not for long. The tactics which were 
successful yesterday will be powerless to pre- 
vent the recurrence of the troublesome ques- 
tion in a form which will render dodging im- 
possible. : 


THE SINKING FUND. 

The amount of money needed for the Sink- 
ing Fund increases each year. For the fiscal 
year 1875 it was estimated by the Treasury 
Department at 531, 000, 000; this fiscal year, 
ending next June, it is to be $32,000,000; 
and for the fiscal year 1877, $34,063,377. 
The Sinking Fund was established by the law 
of Feb. 25, 1862, which created a war debt 
of $650,000,000. This law directed that coin 
received by the Government from customs- 
duties should be applied: First, to the pay- 
ment of the interest on the public debt; 
second, to the purchase or payment within 
each fiscal year of 1 per cent of the entire 
debt of the United States; the residue, if 
there were any, was to be paid into the Treas- 
ury of the United States. The interest of 
the bonds purchased or paid under 
the second provision above was to be 
in its turn applied to the purchase 
or payment of bonds for the Sinking Fuad. 
Under this law, the bonds added to the 
Sinking Fand were to be accumulated in the 
Treasury Department, but by the law of 
July 6, 1870, the Secretary of the Treasury 
was directed to cancel all bonds belonging to 
the Sinking Fund and deduct the amount 
from the statements of the public debt. As 
this cancellation would stop the interest on 
the bonds and lessen to that extent the an- 
nual addition to the Sinking Fund, the Seo- 
retary was authorized to apply to the Sink- 
ing Fund out of the coin receipts from duties 
a sum equal to the interest that would ac- 
erue were the bonds not canceled. The 
Tax bill passed at the last session of 
Congress to increase the taxes was originally 
introduced as ‘‘a measure to protect the 
Sinking Fund and provide for the other ex- 
igencies of the Government.” 

In perchasing bonds for the Sinking Fund, 
the Secretary could not legally pay more than 
per. As the bonds soon went above par, 
the Secretary was authorized by the 
eleventh section of the act of March 3, 1875, 
to redeem five-twenties forthe Sinking Fund. 
This, we believe, is the sum of the legislation 
of Congress on the Sinking Fund. 

The Sinking-Fund act was disregarded for 
seven years, and the coin received by the 
Government was devoted to the payment of 
interest on the debt and the expenses of the 
War. During Secretary Bobrwntx's admin- 
istration the annual purchases for the Sink- 
ing Fund were made in full compliance with 
the law. Secretary Ricuarpson disregarded 
the law again, and gave the expenses of 
the Government preference to the Sink- 
ing Fund, not caring to face the defi- 
cit that would otherwise follow. Secretary 
Bristow has complied with the strict pro- 


visions of the law, applying the customs re- 


ceipts to the interest on the debt, first; the 
Sinking Fund, second; and the appropria- 
tions, third. This leaves him with a deficit 
in his accounts, but the responsibility for that 
he throws on Congress, which must either 
modify the Sinking Fund law or provide the 
ways and means to meet the combined re- 
quirements of the interest on the debt, the 
Sinking Fund, and the ordinary expenses of 
Government, In his last report the Secre- 
tary states that he regards the Sinking Fund 
as secondary only to the payment of interest 
on the debt, and as taking precedence of all 
other appropriations. 

The first purchase of bonds for the Sink. 
ing Fund was made by Secretary Bovrweut 
May 12, 1869, when he bought $1,000,000 of 
bonds at 83.22 in gold. Up to Sept. 24, 1873, 
the purchases of bonds amounted to 8323, 


In his report of last year, Secretary Baistow 
said in reference to the current fiscal year : 


If these estimates of the revenues and expenditures 
shall prove to be correct, there will be 


a surplus of revenue of about $20,222,009, The amount 
necessary for the Sinking Fund is not included in the 
above estimates of expenditures, and to provide for it 
the sum of $32,140,914 will be required. The surplus 
revenues which can be applied to this fund (§20,220,- 
000) will be insufficient to tne extent of $11,920,914, and 
there will, therefore, be a deficiency of that amount. 

According to Mr. Dawes’ speech last Feb- 
ruary, there should have been purchased up 
to that date, for the Sinking Fund, $417,566,- 
656 of bonds; the amount that had been 
purchased in compliance with the law was 
only $141,000,000; the Sinking Fund was 
thus nearly $300,000,000 short. This caleu- 
lation, by an ingenious technicality, excludes 
some $152,241,750 of bends bought by Sec- 
retary Bovurwretu. The law says the bonds 
to the extent of 1 per cent of the entire debt, 
ete., must be bought “within each fiscal 
year,” and consequently the bonds bought in 
any year in excess of the 1 per cent require- 
ment cannot be applied to any other fiscal 
year. Hut including such purchases as 
equitable compliances with the Sinking- 
Fund laws, Mr. Dawzs said there was in all 
but $823,355,800 to the credit of the fund. 
nearly $100,000,000 less than there should be. 

While Secretary Bristow may not be 
justly criticised for his vigorous enforcement 
of the law as he finds it, the people do not 
take kindly to the excessive burdens of the 
Sinking Fund. The entire public debt” 
has been reduced from $2,783,000,000 in 
June, 1866, to $2,242,000in Novemben, 1875. 
This is a reduction of $541,000,000. This 
more than meets the equity of the obligation 
of the United States to reduce the entire 
debt” 1 per cent a year. The latter would 
have required a reduction of only about 
432,000,000, which is in round numbers 
$100,000,000 less than has been paid. 

But there is no rest for the tax-payer. 
The fact that he has gone beyond both the 
letter and the spirit of his promise to 
pay counts for nothing in his favor. 
He not only must pay his 1 per cent 
of the debt each year, but he must 
pay compound interest on all these 
payments, and, beyond all, as we understand 
the calculations of the Treasury, he has to 
pay compound interest on the bonds that 
ought to have been added by CHass, Fesszn- 
pen, and Ricwarpson to the Sinking Fund, 
and on the bonds that are “ equitably ” 
added to the Sinking Fund, though not 
bought within the fiscal year,” as required. 
It will be seen that by this ingenious arrange- 
ment the, so to speak, voluntary purchases 
of bonds are excluded from the Sinking 
Fund when the Treasury asks for taxes to 
bring the Sinking Fund up to mark, and 
are added toit when the interest is calcu- 
lated that is to be taken out of the yearly 
taxes. 

France and England have abandoned their 
Sinking Funds. The United States cannot 
be held to the fulfillment of its compoand- 
interest Sinking Fund scheme unless Con- 
gress makes the load lighter for the tax-payer. 


VIRTUE ITS OWN REWARD. 

It is sometimes difficult to decide which 
individual member of the American press is 
the most scurrilous. For the present, how- 
ever, there can be no doubt. The New York 
Herald is entitled to the palm. Its leaded 
and displayed St. Louis dispatches, under 
date of Dec. 13, are a disgrace to the paper 
that printed them. Their publication would 
scarcely be permitted in any other country. 
In Europe, including free England, the 
writer, editor, and publisher would be sum- 
marily clapped into prison. The Herald's in- 
famous screed substantially says that Presi- 
dent Grant is using all his influence to rescue 
Bazscock ; that Hunpxzrson was removed in 
order to prevent Baxsooox’s conviction; 
that District-Attorney Drin will sure- 
ly fail to be confirmed, owing to 
White House influence, unless he man- 
ages to let the Presidents Secretary 
go scot-free; that the wife of the Chief 
Magistrate is actively intriguing to prevent a 
conviction; and that the President bullied 
Bristow into consenting to Hexperson’s re- 
movai; and then it goes on to insinuate that 
the President himself is mixed up in the 
whisky frauds and is trying to suppress the 
prosecutions to save himself from exposure 
of guilt! 

We have no more space to spare for this 
disgusting catalogue of lies, which are re- 
tailed and detailed at length in the Herald, 
a paper that trembles at the shadow of the 
spook of third-termism which it conjured up 
itself. 

What are the facts in the case? The man 
who began the campaign against the Whisky 
Ring, Secretary Barstow, is the friend, the 
confidant, the appointee of the President. 
He has had the latter’s hearty support from 
the first. The famous mandate, ‘‘Let no 
guilty man escape,” came from Grant, and 
has been twice repeated when there seemed 
to be some slackening in the prosecution. 
The ablest lawyers have been chosen to aid 
in convicting the Rings in the different cities. 
In St. Louis, Henpzrson, the President's 
enemy, whose ability every one concedes, 
was selected. When he was dismissed for 
unprofessional conduct, Bnoap grab, a rank 
Democrat, the recipient of Franx Bram's 
famous ‘‘Broapmuan letter,” and a shrewd 
lawyer, was appointed to succeed him. Could 
such an appointment be made with any idea 
of “‘screening or saving Bascoox” or any 
other man? The thing is absurd upon its 
face. 
The sum of the whole matter is that the 
President chose the Secretary who began the 
attack on the Ring; supported him in that 
attack; did not lift a finger in behalf of 
Jorcz, or McDonaup, or Avery, when they 
were tried and convicted; appointed the 
ablest lawyers to conduct the prosecutions ; 
and reiterated, after Bascocx’s indictment 
and arrest, his ringing utterance: ** Let no 
guilty man escape.” He has done his duty 


fearlessly and well. His reward comes in 


the shape of unmeasured vilification from 
the so-called independent press, which 
has shown itself signally independent, in this 
case, Of the commonest rules of courtesy, 
decency, and common sense. 

Mr. Ona B. FI is entitled to 
public indulgence in the matter of the con- 
tradictions with which his name has been as- 
sociated for the past two days. The expla- 
nation we are inclined to make of the contro- 


ter. In the meantime, it is only fair to Mr. 
Farwew1 to say that there has been nothing 
made public as yet which just fies the associ- 
ation of his name with the whisky frauds in 
any respect, and his friends are confident that 
there will be nothing. Due allowance must 
be made fora man who feels that he has 
been wrongfully dragged into such associa 
tion, and the heat and haste which prompted 
him to attribute unworthy motives to Gen. 
Wuson will, we do not doubt, be amply off- 
set by Mr. Farwezz's acknowledgment that 
he was wrong when he finds that Mr. WI- 
son's conduct has been actuated solely by his 
public duty. 
THE TOWN UDS. 

A special committee of the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation have been delving into the records of 
the South Town officials, and have discovered 
a rather worse condition of things than Tun 
TRreune has pointed out from time to time 
as the ‘‘ steals” were perpetrated. They find 
that while the law clearly and distinctly al- 
lows the Collector only $1,500, Cuzary, the 
Collector in 1878, drew $24,000! Evans in 
1874 $15,000, and Evans in 1875 will have 
$28,000. So, while the law allows the Asses- 
sor only $500, Pars received $12,000 in 
1873, Conni, $14,000 in 1874, and Pxr- 
Lips again $14,000 in 1875. The Supervisor 
and Clerk are respectively entitled to $470 by 
law, and are well paid at that rate, but the 
former has received $2,500 each year, 
aud the latter $1,500, except in 1874, 
when Gruznmur got only $470, the 
lawful allowance. If the Collector and Asses- 
sor say that the compensation fixed by law 
is insufficient, the answer is that there is no 
law which compels them to accept the office, 
much less scheme and bum for it; and 
that, whether the lawful compensation be 
insufficient or not, there is no authority for 
the Town Board to plunder the people to the 
tune of $50,000 a year, as they have been 
doing. 

The Citizens’ Committee are advised that 
there are four remedies which the Citizens’ 
Association may adopt, viz. : 

First—Enjoining the collection of the town tax. 

Second—Enjoining the misappropriation of the 
money after it is collected. 

Third—Bringing suit against the officers and their 
sureties to recover the amounts illegally taken. 

Fourth—Indictment. 

Two of these remedies—the first two—have 
been tried. The first was not sustained by 
the court in which the suit was brought; the 
second, for some reason or other, was with- 
drawn before it was pressed to a final issue. 
The two others remain untried, and are more 
promising of results than the first two. There 
seems hardly any room to doubt that an ap- 
propriation of nearly $50,000 a year for 
services for which the law fixes an aggregate 
compensation of $2,940 is a misappropria- 
tion of public funds. If so, then an action 
will probably lie against the bondsmen of 
these town officers for the recovery of the 
money so misappropriated, and a criminal 
prosecution may be brought against all the 
members of the Town Board who voted in 
favor of the misappropriation. We hope the 
Citizens’ Association will carry out these 
recommendations vigorously, and harass these 
fellows at every point, and by every civil and 
criminal proceeding suggested by the statute- 
books. The tax-payers of Chicago have 
suffered enough from these annual depreda- 
tions which serve to sustain a superfluous 
nuisance, and if there is any way to break it 
up we hope nothing will be spared to that 
end. 

MR. COLVIN’S TENURE OF OFFICE. 

At the request of the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion, Mr. ED wand S. Isuam, of the Chicago 
Bar, has prepared an opinion on Mr. Cot- 
VIN’s preposterous claim that he is entitled to 
hold the office of Mayor till April, 1877, or 
eighteen months beyond the term for which 
he was originally elected. We print this 
opinion in another part of this morning's 
Taiscnz, and commend it to the approval of 
all citizens who are opposed to an individual 
effort to defeat the expression of popular 
will. Mr. Isnam makes two or three good 
points in addition to those which have 
already been made by Tun Trrsunz, and, by 
adopting a somewhat different line of argu- 
ment, he has presented the points we have 
made in a new light. 

We have as a basis for examining Mr. Cor- 
vin’s pretensions the old charter in its 
present relations to the new, the language of 
the General act of 1872 under which the city 
is now incorporated, and the constitutional 
prohibition of the extemsion of official terms. 
With these before him, Mr. T. Lyiz Dicxey, 
in his capacity as Corporation Counsel but 
now a candidate for the Supreme Court 
which will be called on to pass upon this 
question, has come to the remarkable con- 
clusion that Mr. Convax may be continued in 
office in spite of the constitational prohibi- 
tion. His points are: (1) The old charter 
provides that the city officers shall continne 
in office until their successors shall be elect- 
ed ; (2) the General law continues the old 
officers in office until their successors shall be 
elected ; and (3), as the constitutional pro- 
vision reads, No law shall be passed which 
shall operate to extend the term of any offi- 
cer after hi®election,” and as the law of 1872 
was passed before Mr. Colom was elected, 
therefore it does not include his case. 

Mr. Isuam’s opinion has been written, at 
the request of the Citizens’ Association, with 
particular reference to Mr. Dicxxy’s opinion, 
and his points, though not in the exact order 
he makes them, may be more briefly stated as 
follows: 

1. Though so much of the old charter is 
preserved as is not inconsistent with the new 
law, the city is now organized under the Gen- 
eral Incorporation act, and in all essential 
matters, such as official terms, the General 
act is sole authority. ‘The provision of the 
old charter relative to city officials holding 
their places until their successors shall be 
qualified is of no effect, and the only ques- 
tion is, whether there is a vacancy under the 
present charter, by virtue of which the May- 
or under the old charter merely exercises 
the powers conferred upon a like officer” 
until his successor shall be elected. 

2. The next point im importance is that it 
is not the passage but the operation of the law 
which comes within the constitutional prohi- 
bition. To construe it otherwise would be 
to admit ail the mischief which it was the 
purpose of the Constitution to prevent, viz., 


would be to hold that the Legislature had con-

4. If the generabcharter of 1872 had been 
adopted in April, 1873, Mr. D1oxey’s con- 
struction would have made it carry over the 
then Mayor (whose original term expired in 
December, 1873) till April, 1875, though this 
same Mayor was elected in November, 1871, 
or before the passage of the law, which would 
have been unconstitutional even under Mr.

But the authorities all agree that a 
law cannot be construed to mean one thing at 
one time and another thing at another time, 
but must always be construed to conform to 
the constitutional requirements. In other 
words, all doubts must be resolved in favor 
of and not against the validity of a statute.” 
But Mr. Dicxry’s construction, by his own ad- 
mission, would have been unconstitional if 
the charter had been adopted in April, 1873, 
instead of April, 1875, and the rule of law re- 
quires a construction that will harmonize 
with the Constitution equally at all times. 

These are the main points in addition to 
those made heretofore, or presented in a dif- 
furent shape. In conclusion, Mr. Isuam 
agrees that an application for a mandamus 
should be made to the Supreme Court to 
compel the Common Council to fill the exist- 
ing vacancy in the Mayor's office in the man- 
ner prescribed by the General law of 1872, 
which confers ample powers upon the Coun- 
cil to call a special election for Mayor when 
the vacancy is for more than a year, or to 
choose a Mayor by vote in the Council when 
the vacancy is for less than a year. This is 
the course which the Citizens’ Association 
will probably pursue. The matter should be 
brought before the Supreme Court at the 
January term, where it can be finally deter- 
mined. 

FARWELL’S RESUMPTION BILL. 

Mr. Farwetz’s bill for the resumption of 
specie payments, which was published in full 
in our special dispatches yesterday, provides 
that the Secretary of the Treasury shall retire 
and cancel $1,000,000 of United States notes 
every month, until the outstanding notes rise 
to par, when the Secretary may stop the 
retirement. This ‘may be called the home- 
opathic course of treatment. It is an ex- 
treme dilution of a powerful medicine. There 
are, in round numbers, $420,000,000 of green- 
backs and fractional currency outstanding. 
It would take, then, thirty-five years to have 
them all retired by Mr. FazwazL's plan. 

Within the time yet to elapse before the 
the last greenback is retired by this plan, we 
will elect eight Presidents and sixteen Con- 
gresses,—and who knows how many dema- 
gogues? No democracy, swayed as it is from 
side to side by guste of feeling, can safely 
plan anything to be persistently pushed for 
thirty-five years to come. There are sure 
to be revulsions of feeling, sure to be com- 
mercial crises, almost sure to be wars. Any 
such time of excitement will be craftily 
utilized by mistaken enthusiasts and design- 
ing demagogues as a support for their 
schemes. The outbreak of the Rebellion was 
used to burden the country with the Morr. 
ultra-tarif. Such calamities may happen at 
any time. Mr. Fw bill, then, is 
radically wrong in postponing the redemp- 
tion of the greenbacks for so many years. 

It would prove a disappointment in the 
expectation that it would cause any speedy 


rise in the purchasing-power of the green- 


backs. Retiring $12,000,000 a year cannot 
do so. At least half the amount outstanding 
($210,000,000) would have to be withdrawn 
before any decided impression was made 
upon the gold value of the remainder. This 
would take some eighteen years. The infant 
of to.day would be a voter before the nation’s 
broken promises to pay were worth much 
more than they are now. We cannot afford 
to wait so long—life is altogether too short for 
it. 

Paper reaches par only when it is ex- 
changeable at par. As long as the maker of 
a note does not redeem it, the brokers will 
give gold for it only at a shave. If they 
bought it at 100 cents on the dollar, they 
could make nothing by the transaction, for 
they certainly could not sell it at a profit. 

Unless the Government will redeem its 
notes on demand, they cannot be kept afloat 
at par even when less than a quarter of the 
present volume is in circulation. It is not the 
business of brokers to pay par for notes 
which the maker refuses to redeem, and they 


never do it. Their business is to purchase 


them at as great a discount as possible. 

We are glad to see, however, that Mr. Fan-

The Times reporter visited Mr. John I. Fos- 
ter, editor of the Newark Evening Courier, at 
his house in Newark, yesterday, to make inquir- 
ies relative to the above letter.

Les, sir, L wrote that letter, or rather a let- 
ter substantially the same. There were some un- 
imsportant omissions in the printed letter, but 
all matters of public interest appeared just 4 I 
wrote them.” 

Mr. Foster then explained that the omissions 
of which he spoke were references to conver- 
sations with : | be chief in- 
terest centres in the remarks about the 
‘secret anti-Catholic Order, and I will try 
to explain myself touching that pot. My at- 
tention was first called to this matter during the 
controversy that prevailed in this State during 
1874 and 1875, relative to the constitutional 
amendment that was in consideration forbidd- 
ing the granting of public money for sectarian 
1 eet The amendment as finally accepted 
by the people was: No donation of land or ap- 
propriation of money shail be made by the State 
or any municipal corporation to or for the use 
of any society, association, or corporation.’ 

The moat eflective support of this amend- 
ment, as I soon discovered, came from the secret 
Order of United American Mechanica, and, as 
the warfare progressed, I became convinced 
that the Order was growibg more numerous and 
powerful eve woek, And when finally 
the special election for the question of 
approval (by the people) of this amend- 
ment came off last September, and this 
city, which had always been a Democratic city, 
gave a majority of 4, 400 in favor of the amend- 
ment, I was confident that this Order of United 
American Mechanics, whose foundation-stone 
is hostility to sectarian legislation, was at the 
bottom of the whole matter. And this was the 
common tals with all intelligent people, all over 
New Jersey. That was my starting point. About 
two weeks later a me ae Washington official 
called upon me in Newark and gave me further 
information. He told me that the Order of 
United American Mechanics was growing with 
amazing rapidity all over the country; that in 
every State of the Union divisions of the Order 
had been established; and that, when the next 
Presidential Convention and election came 
off, I should be able to see for myself 
that the Order would bape, the 
great directing power. He told me that there 
were at least a score of Congressmen at Washing- 
ton, and a great many public officials, who were 
members of this Order, and assured me that 
Gen. Grant himself was a deeply interested and 
active member. [Bosh. ] You notice that in my 
letter to Mr Blaine said, advising him to 
go in: It can be arranged so that you can be 
initiated anywhere by one person.’ 

I did not say this from my own knowledge 
of the Order, for lam not a member of it, but 
from the iaormation of the official, who said 
that he was then on his Way, by. appointment, to 
initiate Gen, Merritt, of New York, the recent 
Republican candidate for State Treasurer in 
New York. But it was not till some time later 
that I wrote to Mr. Blaine. Meanwhile the Bal- 
timore eity election had taken place, in which 
the Reform party coalesced with the Republi- 
eans. The ‘Potato-Buga,’ as these Reformers 
were called, were no other than members of a 
secret anti-Catholic order. At any rate, that 
was my belief, There was another thing: By 
invitation, Gen, Grant was present at the New 
Jersey State Fair, beld at Waverly, and was then 
the guest of thes Hon. Amos Clark, President 
of the State Agricultural Society. He rode 
about the grounds with Mr. Clark conmderably, 
and | was imformed that be continually con- 
versed on the subject of sectarian legislation, 
expressing himself with considerable warmth in 
opposition to public grants of all kinds to sec- 
tarian institutions. And it was only a little 
later that the President delivered his strong 
anti-sectarian speech before the Army of the 
Tennessee, at Des Moines. I was fully pur- 
suaded then that the views I had held were well 
grounded; and, one day early in November, I 
sat down in my business-office and rapidly 
penned a letter to Mr. Blame. I sealed it and 
tossed it over to the office-boy, telling him to 
take it to the Post-Office. But Mr. Blaine never 
received it. I was almost sure of this myself, 
because I received no reply, whereas generally 
Mr. Blaine is very prompt in answering my let- 
ters. It was perhaps three weeks before I heard 
from him, and thea there was no. reference in 
his letter to the matters treated of in my letter. 
His letter was dated Noy. 29. Here it is:” 

Mr. Foster showed Mr. Biaine’s letter, which

“I left home for Washington Friday night, 
and found Mr. Blaine at his breakfast the next 
morning. His first exclamation was, ‘What in 
the devil does this mean?’ In the conversation 
that followed he told me that he did not receive 
my letter, and that he saw it for the first time 
about 1:30 o'clock Friday afternoon, on the arrival 
of the New York papers by the limited express. 
The manner in which the letter was stolen was 
as inexplicable to him as it had been tome. But 
he said that be should, if possible, find out 
something about the matter, and for that pur- 
pose he at once wrote letters to bis Augusta 
friends. Hexienied having any previous know!- 
edge of a secret anti-sectarian order in the 
United States, and I am sure that his first iati- 
mation of such a thing came from me.

LOCAL LETTERS. 
WHAT SHALL BE DONE WITH THE E. E. TAYLOR 
LEGACY ? 
To the Editor of The Chicage Tribune : 
Cuicaco, Dee. 15.—At last one of our most 


estimable citizens, dying, bas left a noble legacy 
to the City of Chicago, to be applied to the 
founding of some great charity which shall do 
the greatest good and the least harm.” As 
others have ventured to suggest the nature of 
that charity, I hope a physician may be allowed 


to offer a suggestion. 

On looking over the charitable institutions of 
this city, where it the one which is devoted, 
even in part, to the reception, care, and treat- 
ment of sick and disabled children? We have 
none, nor is there one in the great State of Illi- 
nois. Neither the Foundlings’ Home, the Half- 
Orphan Asylum, the Home of the Friendless, 
nor the various other asylums and hospitals of 
this city, county, or State, afford any means for 
the care and treatment of this large anc con- 
stantly increasing class. 

Does oy one have an idea of the number of 
children in the City of Chicago between the 
ages of 5 and 15 who are affected with chronic 
diseases, surgical or otherwise, and who are so 
situated that they cannot receive proper hygienic 
care, medical attention, or surgical treatment ? 
We may roughly estimate the number at several 
thousand, and we shall not exceed the actual 
count. Ibese do not include altogether the 
children of the 7 and destitute, but 
the children of those in moderate cir- 
cumstances, for there are hundreds of 
chilarep affected with the more serious 
chronic malatties, such as spinal curvature, 
paralysis, distortion of the limbs, diseases of the 
eye and ear, hare-lip, not to mention many grave 
nervous disorders, who cannot have the proper 
treatment, owing to the great expense involved. 
The children of the poor, who are afflicted with 
these diseases, cannot possibly have proper 
treatment, for there is no institution where they 
are received-and treated. Even in cases where 
the malady is less serious, where they are the 
victims of lingering diseases of the skin, lungs, 
abdominal organs, etc., the home treatment is ut- 
terly inadequate for their good recovery. 

There is not a physician in this city but has 
under his care every year many children of the 

or destitute classes, whom he treats gratis. 

et he does but little for them, for the réason 

that they are not surrounded by the proper 

hygienie influences, and cennot have the skilled 
nursing which they require. 

In view of these facts I contend that no nobler 
charity could be founded than one that would 
provide for the care and treatmont of diseased 
children. If the large sum of money left by H. 
H. Taylor was applied to the building and equip- 
ie a great asylum for diseased children, and 
the placing such buildings outside of:the city, in

| COLE AND HIS LAWYER. — 


Preliminary Examination Before 
Justice Haines. 


Mary Lynch States How She Person- 
ated Mrs. Cole. 


Lawyer Douglas Unwillingly Relates 
His Past History, 


The Defendants Required to Go Before 
the Grand Jury. 


Judge Moore also Wishes to See 
Them: 


Justice Haines’ office was crowded yesterday 
afternoon almost to suffocation by a mixed 
crowd, consisting in a great part of divorce- 


procuring shysters—those who advertise to pro- 
cure divorces without publicity, and who ask no 
fee until after the decree ia obtained. To this 
class of members of the Bar it is alleged Douglas 
belongs, the man who had s hearing, and in 
whom g:eat interest wos manifested by these 
legal barpies. 

George D. Cole and William L. Douglas were 
to have a preliminary hearing on a charge of 
conspiting together to procure a decree of 
divorce by fraud. George D. Cole is the Penn- 
sylvania youth, whose career has been fully 
given in the columns of Tas TRisune, as well 
ag a sketch of his 

BEMARKABLE CRIMINAL LIFE, 
loves and marriages, and who is now held on 
two charges of bigamy, upon which he is wanted 
to answer mm Pennsylvania. 

Cole, as has been before stated. is a youth of 
20. He appeared in Court, dressed in a plain, 
neat suit. His complexion is fair, his eyes dark 
und rolling. his hair is black, and he has the 
faintest vestiges of mustache and goatee. [lis 
features are regular, and his nose acquiline. 
His mouth betokens sensuality. He wore a 
rather loud shirt, checked scarf, and on the 
fourth finger of his left hand he wears a large 
amethyst ring. He ig tall in stature and ofa 
rather pleasing exterior. 

A DESCRIPTION OF DOUGLAS. 

Douglas isa large and powerfally-built man, 
weighing probably 200 pounds, and is about 5 
feet 11 inches in height. His face is red as a 
beet, with puffed-up, sensual-looking cheeks, 
and eyes that are sunken deep in his head. He 
has a broad, high forehead, and his general ap- 
pearance denotes considerable brute courage. 
His hair is sandy, and very sparse on top of his 
head. His eyes are lighted in color and con- 
stantly rolling. aud he wears sandy whiskers and 
beard. He is not new to the Criminal Courts of 
the country. His career has not been such as 
would wiv for bim an enviable reputation. His 
home—that is, where his parents live—is in Bos- 
ton. Allegheny County, Pa. It is a little town 
lying on the Youghiogheny River, 8 miles from 
the dividing-line between Westmoreland County., 
where a bloody massacre of Italian coal-miners 
took place two years ago, in which eight were 
killed and a number wounded, and in which 
Douglas took part, and for which he was con- 
victed and sentenced for riot, in Greensbure, 
Pa., last winter, to six months in the Allegheny 
County Workhouse. He was also 

CHARGED WITH MURDER, 
but was acquitted on that. Douglas was con- 
victed of robbing the mails in Aon Arbor, Mich., 
in 1868, and sentenced to two years’ imprison- 
ment, but was pardoned by the President. He 
was a clerk in Judge Otis’ office for about six 
months previous to the fire, and was admitted 
to the r of this State in 1871, having grad- 
uated at the Chicago Law Institute. 

THE HEARING. 

A few minutes after 2 o'clock the prisoners, 
Cole and Douglas, made their appearance. 
Cole was represented by a lawyer, and D. Harry 
Hammer assumed to manage the case for 
Douglas, while Messers. E. G. Asay and Mr, 
Hirst appeared to prosecute. 

Some minutes were spent in an argument on 
the mode of procedure, but it was finally con- 
cluded to hear the charge of conspiring to pro- 
cure a decree of divorce by fraud, and let that 
govern the case in which Douglas and Cole are 
charged with attempting to suborn a witaess to 
commit perjury. 

Mr. Hirst then offered in evidence the records 
of the Superior Court, including the bill of di- 
vorce, the returned summons, etc. 

Harry Hammer objected to them, but his ob- 
jectious were overruled. 

CHARLES d. PUSHECK, 
the Deputy Sbenif who bad served the sum- 
moos, was then sworn. The summons was 
handed to him and he said : 

Recognize this as the summons of which I 
served a copy on Mary Lynch. I made that ser- 
vice on the 26th of March; Douglas showed me 
the womah ; be wanted the summons served right 
away; he told me she was at 188 East Madison 
street; we first went to a room up-séaires ; she 
was not there; Douglas and I went down 
stairs to his office; shortly after he 
said: “I think the Woman is gone 
up-stairs,” and [ walked up. That is the woman 
(pointing to Mary Lynch) that was in the room, 
i think; I asked her if she was Mrs. Cole; she 
said yes. 1 then read the summons to her, and 
handed her a copy of it, after which I walked 
out in company with Mr. Douglas; Douglas said 
she was a bad woman. 

In his crose-examination, witness stated that 
Douglas waiked up-stairs first. 

MARY LYNCH 
was next sworn. I live at No. 348 West Six- 
teenth street; on the 26th of November last, I 
lived on Randolph street: I know Mr. Douglas ; 
met him on the 25th of November last at his of- 
fice; Major took me there; no one came 
to see me there; I do not know why 
I was brought there. I saw the mtg wo Sheriff 
the Friday after Thanksgiving-Day; he came in- 
toa room at 188 East Madison street; Douglas 
came in too. The Deputy Sheriff read a paper 
tome; he asked me if my name was Cole; I 
told him yes, and he read the paper and gave me 
a copy, which I gave to Major; what became of 
it I don’t know; Major asked me if I'd do him a 
favor. The witness then recited the facts as 
given in Tuesday’s Tarsone. I am not Mrs. 


: — ; never saw Cole before in my life until to- 


ta her cross-examination, the woman stated 
that Dougias walked in after the Deputy, and 
shut the door. I was in Mr. Major's room once 
dolore; did not stay there all night. 

MAJOR'S EVIDENCE. 

The chores againet J. T. Major was then dis- 
missed, and be was called as a witoess and 
sworn, He made the statement as given in 
Tuesday's Trinunz, and stated in addition: 
Dougias took the summons from me and tore it 
up, and said it was no good. I was to whistle 
when the girl came; when she did come, I whis- 
tied, and shortly after Douglas and the Depaty 
walked in, Douglas introduced me to Cole as 
Mr. Jones. I told Cole that Douglas was a good 
divorce lawyer. I said that to encourage — 
[Laughter.] Cole asked me what it was worth 
to swear; told him I did not know. He then 
detailed an affidevit that was to be sworn to. 
[ only received $1 from Douglas, and I borrowed 
that. I went to the Criminal Court Saturday 
morning, as I thought they got divorces there 
[laughter]; they sent me to the South Side, and 
told me that divorces were got there. [Laugu- 


ver. ] 

The witness, in his cross-examination, did not 
deviate from his statement previously made. I 
never told Cole that I ever lived in Pennsyiva- 
nia. I did not say I knew Mrs. Cole, but he 
asked me to swear to that; he didn’t seem ex- 
cited when he asked me [laughter]; he and 
Douglas took matters y. [Laughter]. I 
wanted the money to get out with; I knew they 
would not squeal; they would not have dared to. 
{ Laughter. ] 

At this stage a humorous cross-fire was kept 
up by the witness and counsel for the defense, 
of whom he got the better by bis witty and ready 
answers.
